A “leak ’ in the office of the United States 
district attorney was stopped up yesterday 
through the energetic action of District At- 
torney Edwin W. Sims and Capt. Thomas 
I. Porter of the secret service. 

Miss Etta L.. McLean, a stenographer in 
Mr. Sims’ office,.was arrested late in the 
evening on a charge of the theft of valuable 
government papers and records. These 
papers are connected with the prosecution 
of John R. Walsh, former president of the 
Chicago National bank, who is to be tried 
Nov. 12 on charges of misapplying funds of 
the bank and making false entries in reports 
to the controller of the currency. 


May Have Stolen to Sell. . 

No one connected with Mr. Sims’ or Capt. 
Porter's office would confirm this report, but 
it is understood to be true. A theory heard 
about the government building was that the 
papers had been taken with a view to their 
being offered for sale to the Walsh defense. 
There is said to be nothing to indicate that 
the Walsh lawyers were in any way cog- 
nizant of the action.

Soon after Miss McLean’ was arrested 
Alexander B.. Gordee, who resides at 697 
North Clark street, the place where Miss 
The 
charge is that the two conspired in the steal- 
ing. 

Mr: Sims said the details of the case would 
be disclosed at a preliminary hearing this 
morning before United States Commissioner 
Foote. 3 

“I cannot discuss this case now,’’ said Mr. 
Sims, following the arrests. ‘* Records in the 
Walsh case? I cannot talk of that. The

All other officials of the government were 
cautioned to keep the facts secret for the 
time being. 


Miss McLean Well Recommended. 


It was when the district attorney's office 
was rushed with work. shortly after the be- 


Landis, ahd when the most active investi- 
gations of the Walsh case were under way, 
that Miss McLean was given employment. 
This was last April. She is said to have been 
well recommended to Mr. Sims and Was ob- 
tained through an employment agency. 

The young woman is ball, dark, and good 
looking, and is said to be a good stenogra- 
pher. Her |manneyg was amiable, and she 
became popular among the attachés of the 
office. With the district attorney and his 
assistants she worked upon some, of the 
most important cases in the office. 

A month ago she was suspected of the 
theft of records, and a consultation was 
held between Mr. Sims and Capt. Porter. 
Secret service men were put on the case. 


Gordee Detained in Jail. 

Yesterday afternoon, it is alleged, Miss Mc- 
Lean was trapped and her troubles: began. 
Capt. Porter had her in his office for more 
than an hour befare the warrant for her 
arrest was issued. Because the arrest of 
Gordee followed soon afterward, it was re- 
had con- 
fessed and implicated him. This was not 
confirmed. 

When both had been arrested Commission- 
er Foote was called to the district attorney's 
office and fixed each of the prisoner's bonds 
at $2,500. Upon recommendation of Mr. Sims, 
Miss McLean was released on signing her 
own bond, while Gordee, unable to obtain a 
bondsman, was taken to the county jail. 

Miss McLean and Gordee have been living 
at the home of Joseph Sturman, at the North 
Clark street address. Secret service men in- 
vaded the house in the afternoon and ran- 
sacked the room of Miss McLean as well 
as of Gordee. 

Woman Is Under Surveillarice. 

Miss McLean did not go home in the even- 
ing. She telephoned. to the landlady, Mrs. 
Sturman, saying she Was in trouble and 
would not return home because of her fear 
of being found by newspaper reporters. She 
refused to say where she intended spending 
the night. It is said, however, that she was 
under surveillance by the secret service oper- 
atives at all times. 

Gordee, when seen at the county jail, de- 
nied the charges against him. He said he 
was a printer and lived in Halsted street and 
had never seen Miss McLean until yesterday 
afternoon.. Whén informed, however, that 
this was known to be untrue and that heisa 
boarder at the same boarding house where 
Miss McLean lives he retused: to talk fur- 
ther. 

Miss McLean, it is said, has no relatives 
in Chicago and has lived alone at boarding 
houses, 


Detectives Shadow Witnesses? 
The Walsh case has been one béset with 


‘troubles for the district attorney's office. Fre- 


quently there have been reports to the effect 
that witnesses for the government have been 
shadowd by deteetives in the service of the 
ex-banker and the attorneys for the latter 
have made counter claims that their client 
has been prosecuted with unnecessary zeal, 

Recently ‘there was a sharp clash in the 
case, the Walsh lawyers desiring a longer 
delay than until the middle of November. 
That date, however, was/| set by United 
States Judge Anderson, and it is understood 
the case finally will come to|trial then.

Bodies in Law and Order League 
Plead for a “‘Dry’’ Sunday. 


PLAN BROADSIDE NOV. 24. 


Hope Is That 1,300 Pastors Will Talk 
Against Sabbath Violation. 


An appeal to the ministers of Chicago, urg- 


ing them to join in a united effort to arouse 
public sentiment on the question of closing 
all saloons on Sunday, was mailed to 1,300 
pastors last.evening. The letter is signed by 
officers of nineteen church, temperance, law 
and order, and improvement associations. 
Each pastor in the city was asked to make 
a special plea on the subject of the enforce- 
ment of this statute on Sunday morning, 
Nov. 24. The appeal was signed by the offi- 
cers of each of the leagues that are fed- 
erated in the Chicago Law and Order league, 
of which Arthur B. Farwell is the president. 


Text of Appeal to Pastors. 

This action has been in preparation for 
the last month. The letter was completed 
yesterday afternoon. It is as follows: 

‘Reverend and Dear Sir: 

“With the wave of sentiment that is 
sweeping over the country mobilizing the 
Christian forces against the liquor traf- 
fic. we have seen the saloon put on the 
defensive in every part of our nation. It 
is rapidly being driven from the southern 
states and from the rural districts of the 


northern states, and is fortifying itself in | 


the larger cities. Im no city perhaps is it 
so bold and deflant as in our own city of 
Chicago. | 

‘We believe the time has come when the 
Christian. people of this city should unite 
as one man against the further toleration 
of the open Sunday saloon and its allied 
evils.. We also believe the laws upon our 
statute books should be respected by all 
classes of citizens, and that there should be 
no favoritism shown, especially to that bust- 
ness the entire tendency of which is to cor- 
rupt the morals of all classes. 


Call for Sunday Sermons. 


“ With this in view the Chicago Law and 
Order league, which is the federation of 
almost all the leagues for the furtherance 
of civic an@ moral righteousness in our 
city, Saturday, Oct. 12, voted unanimously 
to inaugurate a movement for the enforce- 
ment of the Sunday closing law, and to 
earnestly invite alh the clergy of every de- 
nomination in the city of Chicago to join 
on Sunday morning, Nov. 24 (observed as 
world’s temperance Sunday in many church- 
es), in a united plea before their congrega- 
tions, so that a public sentiment may be 
created in the community favorable to the 
proper enforeemént of this important stat- 
ute.. If anything is to be accomplished the 
religious and law abiding people must stand 
together inthis city of Chicago, probably 
the “ Port, Arthur ’’ of the liquor traffic in 
America. United we shall succeed. 


Powerful Influences to Meet. 

“There will be . powerful influences 
brought to bear to continue the present law- 
jess condition. The united influence of the 


churches and all law abiding people in an ag- 
gressive movement in Behalf of closing the 
lawless Sunday saloon must result in imme- 
diate good and final victory. 

‘“‘Tf for any reason you cannot coéperate 
with us in this righteous movement we would 
be pleased to receive from you any sugges- 
tion that you believe would be helpful to us 
in our effort to secure the enforcement of 
the law against the Sunday saloon, and 
should you desire we will be glad to furnish 
you such material as we have gathered in 
connection with united movements in other 
portions of the land bearing upon this subject 
for use among your people.”’ 

“TI believe a united effort will win in this 
great fight,’’ said Mr. Farwell. “ Coming as 
it does today when we have had such gratify- 
ing news from Springfield telling us that the 
open Sunday bills have been defeated, such 
an appeal on the part of every clergyman in 
Chicago will have a great effect. 


Tennessee Saloons Close. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Oct. 31.—As8 a result of 
the application of the Pendleton law, by 
which cities of Tennessee can reincorporate 
without the saloon, over 100 saloons closed 
their doors in Knoxville tonight. The city is 
quiet... The people voted on the law last 
March. 

Bristol, Tenn., Oct. 31.—The last of the 
twenty-five saloons which Bristol had only 
a few months ago were closed tonight, when 
thirteen more establishments went out of 
existence. The saloons were voted out of 
Bristol a few months ago. 


Finland Ends Liquor Traffic.

Gy ON WASHINGTON’S LAND 


It’s Cineinnati, and Now His 
Heirs Want the Site or Cash. 


- 


DESCENDANTS BEGIN 


SUIT. 


Fight for Grants Worth Hundreds of 
Millions Started After 100 Years. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—[Special.]—To 
recover some little parcels of rea] estate, 
given by two grateful governments to George 
Washington about 100 years ago and worth, 
at the present time, hundreds of millions of 
dollars, are the object of proceedings started 
formally today by the heirs at law of the fa- 
ther of his country. 

After an undisturbed rest of nearly a cen- 
tury in the Circuit court of Fairfax county, 
Virginia, the Washington's estate has been 
reopened by the appointment of an adminis- 
trator for the undistributed assets which con- 
sist of this almost forgotten land which he 
possessed. 

Heirs-at-Law Bring Suit. 

The appointment was made upon the appli- 
cation of Lawrence Washington and 8. W. 
Washington, heirs-at-law of George Wash- 
ington. Robert B. Lee of Fairfax county 
was appointed administrator. He isa grand- 
son of Gen. Robert E. Lee and a great grand- 
son of “ Lighthorse”’ Harry Lee, Gen. Wash- 
ington’s chief of staff. 

The land which the heirs seek to recover 
is situated in Ohio, and is fully described in 
Washington's will. It aggregates nearly 
10,000 acres, and. includes practically all the 
land on which the city of Cincinnati is built. 
Another tract of the land embraces Point 
Pleasant, the birthplace of Gen. Grant, while 
another, at the mouth of the Kanawha river, 
is rich in coal and oil deposits. 

Want Land or Money. 

Part of the land was granted to Washing- 
ton by the British government as 4 reward 
for his military services and part of it was 
granted to him by the United States late 
for the ‘same reason. The heirs who have 
brought the suit scarcely hope to recover the 
specific tracts of land granted to their great 
forebear, since by an error all the territory 
embraced in the grants has been, at one time 
and another, given to settlers. 

But in default of such recovery the heirs 
expect to obtain from congress & sul of 
money equivalent to the yalue of the land— 
whether its value at the time of the grant 
o Washington or at the present time is not 
known. If congress should award the heirs 
the present value it would run up to hundreds 


of millions.

Springfield, Ill., Oct. 81.—[Spectial.}—The 
esteemed senate proved again this evening 
that it knows how to handle a red hot poker 
without getting burned. It manipulated the 
Ogiesby direct primary bill in a manner 
highly satisfactory to all the opponents ef 
the measure, and there are no blisters te 
show where any senator was singed. 

This bill, now on third reading and sched- 
uled for a final vote in the morning, has a 
good many things in it which would enable 
Mr. Oglesby to recognize it. None of the 
essentials of direct plurality nominations 
have been altered. To have changed them 
would have been to act in a coarse fashion, 
and coarseness never is a part of senate pol- 
itics. 

With extreme delicacy the senate has fixed 
the measure so as to make it practically 
impossible for.the house to concur in the 
amendments. It has been made practically 
certain that a conference committee of the 
two houses will be required, and out of the 
conference committee almost any sort of @ 
bill may come. 


Campbell Restores System. 

Postmaster Daniel A. Campbell of Chi- . 
cago took the senate in hand this morning 
and under the direction of the former leader 
the agitated members of the upper house 
found themselvés regaining confidence. Dis- 
cipline was restored to the ranks and order 
came out of confusion. 

Since Mr. Campbell's appointment as post- 
master and his consequent retirement from 
active public life as a senator, the organt- . 
zation in the upper branch has suffered a 
material falling off in effectiveness, which at 
no time had been more conspicuous than 
during the recent discussions of primary 
legislation.

This is of — | 
great advantage to the party, because it 
makes the party machinery responsive to its 
sentiments and subservient to its wishes; 
makes it truly representative of the party. 

‘The amendment prevents the members of 
the party from having such control. Should* 
this amendment be incorporated in the bill 
there will be no law providing for the selec- 
tion o6f* committeemen of the several 
parties, nor. for the selection of dele- 
gates to state and national conven- 
tions. The. selection in mw? places will 
degenerate into ** soap box” primaries and 
mob rule. It will restore the credentials 
eommittee which had fallen into such dis- 
repute and will impair the confidence of the 
party in its managing committees. It isa 
distinct backward step. 

‘T hope that the bill when it becomes a law 
will not be marred by this amendment.”

Healso 
asserted the bill made it the law for the 
candidates and the state committee to pro- 
mulgate the party platform after the former 
had been named, : 

‘It will put us in the position of placing 
men above principles,”’ he said. The judge 
is a candidate for governor. 


‘What People Want,’’ Says Mason. 

Senator Mason defended the direct primary 
plan, opening and closing the debate. 

*“ The people have always wanted achance 
to have a say in the government of this coun- 
try,” he said, “and now when it is within 
our grasp by all means let us be sure and get 
it. 

*“ This is the thing that is needied to restore 
the confidence of the republicans in their 
party. Once you show them that everything 
is going to be square and above board, that 
‘their votes are really going to count, and as 
many will go to the polls in the primaries as 
do in the general elections. Once this bill 
becomes a law, there will bea Hamilton chub 
in every ward and precinct of the city, every 
voter will bea self-constituted committeeman 
and the repubiican party will spread and 
flourish as it has never before done.”’

‘Have we got a representative form of 
government now?’’ he demanded.

Laughs at McEwen’s Fears. 


The senator laughed at Judge McEwen's 
horror of having the party platform made 
by the candidates and a state committee. 

“I’ve been in a lot of state conventions,” 
he asserted, ‘“‘ but never in my experience 
have I known of an instance when the plat- 
form was not prepared at least a week in 
advance, and never once has an: objection 
been raised when the platform was reported 
by the committee and read to the conven- 
tion.”

The last fllng was on the subject of Mc- 
Ewen’'s prediction of democratic victory. 

** Give the people a chance; you don’t know 
what they can do,” he said. “If you are 
right, but I don’t believe it, let the people 
learn by experience the best way to win 
party victories.

country high premiums were bid for New 
York funds. In Philadelphia:bids for New 
York funds were made at premiums ranging 
from $1 to $3 per $1,000. In the same city 2 
per cent was bid for currency, and it was re- 
ported that in some cases a premium could 
be secured for currency here. 

In the opinion of conservative bankers the 
favorable element in the foreign exchange 
situation far overbalanced the unpleasant 
features in domestic exchange. 

In this city engagements of gold for im- 
port were made by Heidelbach, Ickleheimer 


& Co. to the amount.of $1,000,000 and by | 


Lazard Fréres to the amount. of $500,000. 
The First National bank of Chicago booked 


| $1,000,000 abroad and the Illinois Trust and 


Savings banks $500,000 more, so the two 
cities secured $8,000,000 in the course of the 
day. ‘The engagements brought the total for 
the motement up to $23,750,000. They were 
eccompanied by but a slight advance in ex- 
change rates, except in the case of cables, 
which went up sharply toward the close.

close. 


Profitable to Bring in Gold. 

With a premium on currency .in various 
cities of this country it is profitable to bring 
over gold at higher foreign exchange rates 
than otherwise, since the premium assures 4, 
substantial profit on the arrival of the gold 
on this side. The foreign exchange outlook 
was further brightened by the progress of 
the negotiations for placing the new issue of 
New York city revenue bonds in Paris. 

The Bank of England, as had been expect- 
ed, advanced its minimum discount rate from 
4% to 5% percent. The effect of the advance 
had been fully discounted and it was ac- 
cordingly of little influence on the foreign 
exchange situation between tlus city and 
London. It was believed that the principal 
reason for the advance was to prevent with- 
drawals of gold from London for Paris. 

For the second day in succession none of 
the clearing house banks which has received 
assistance in the last two weeks desired any 
assistance today. Every one of them hada 
credit balance at the clearing house. 

According to the Journal of Commerce fig- 
ures the total of the November interest and 
dividend disbursements is $75,000,000, as 
compared with $53,000,000 last year. Most of 
the $75,000,000 is payable at once. There will 
also be paid off tomorrow a balance of §$13,- 
000,000 of Pennsylvania railroad notes due 


then. 
Money on call at the stock exchange opened 


‘at 20 per cent, which was the prevailing rate 


and the rate at which renewals were made. 
In the’afternoon loans were made down to 
4 per cent. The last loan was at 5 per cent. 
The time money market was unchanged from 


the previous day. 
Pennsylvania at Year’s Low Point. 


Heavy liquidation in Pennsylvania rail- 
road stock was the feature of the stock 
market. A great many of the selling orders 
came from Philadelphia amd were prompted, 
probably, by the heavy demand for currency 
in that city, with the resulting premium of 
2 per cent for it. More than 100,000 shares 
of Pennsylvania changed hands and the 
stock sold down to 106%, the low price for 
the year. The close was at 107, a net loss of 
4% points on the day. 

Apart from Pennsylvania the course of the 
stock market was encouraging. The odd 
lot investment buying. again assumed large 
proportions. The total of the day’s invest- 
ments in odd lots was estimated to be $10,- 
000,000. Altogether, it was estimated by 
one experienced critic, fully $75,000,000 has 
been put into odd lot investmegts of stocks 
in the last ten days. 

Texas Bank Closes Doors. 

San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 31.—The West 
Texas Bank and Trust company of this city 
suspended temporarily today and is now in 
the hands of the state commissioner of in- 
surance and banking. The cause of suspen- 
sion is attributed to the tightness of the 
money market and the refusal of northern 
and eastern bankers to ship cash. The last 
official statement of the bank showed the 
loans and discounts to be $1,401,850; cash and 
exchange, $449,965; capital stock, $200,000; 
deposits, $1,625,240.

As under the banking act ly government 
bonds may be used for currency collateral 
while other bonds may be accepted for gov- 
ernment deposits, this arrangement permits 
a bank ‘to increase its circulation to the 
amount of the bonds released. 


Figuring on Additional Issues. 

The First National is figuring on an addi-+ 
tional issue of $1,000,000 as soon as the se- 
curities can be obtained, and the Republic 
will issue an additional $300,000. 

President Lacey of the Bankers’ announced 
an issue of $500,000 early in the afternoon, 
but before he left his office he completed 
arrangements for an additional $500,000.

Two of those who 
gave sixty day notices* came in today and 
explained their urgent need of money and 
they were accommodated: We propose to be 
considerate of all appeals and allow none of 
our customers to suffer.

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NO BILLIK IN SLADEK TRIAL 


Prosecutor’s Attempt to Compare 


Crimes Is Ruled Out. 


Same State’s Attorney Prosecuting; 
Testimony Now Being Taken. 


The Herman Billik case loomed as a “ hoo 
doo ’’ in the trial of Mrs. Mary Sladek yester- 
day, involving Judge Windes and attorneys 
of prosecution and defense in a three cor- 
nered argument. It took a three minute ad- 
dress by the judge to the jury to straighten 
out the tangle. 

According to the state’s case, as outlined 
during the day to the jury, the similarity be-. 
tween the Billik and Sladek cases is striking. 
Billik was sentenced to death in Judge Ball’s 
court charged with poisoning five members 
of the family of Martin Vrzal. Mrs. Sladek 
is on trial for her life charged with poisoning 
her parents, Frank and Mary Mette, who 
lived at 2849 North Harding avenue. 

Other corresponding facts in the Billik and 
Sladek cases are;— 

Both defendants are Bohemians. 

In both cases the state seeks’to show murder 
of relatives for insurance money. 

In both cases arsenic is said to have been used. 

In both cases the poison was administered in 


food. 
Defendant’s Attorney Objects. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Popham, who 
is prosecuting the Sladek case, conducted 
the case against Billik. His attempt to con- 
duct the Sladek case along the lines adopted 
in the Billiik case brought on a storm. It 
broke when Joseph Kurfurst, executor of the 
estate of Frank Mette, was on the stand. 
Attorney Popham was attempting to prove 
that insurance money for Frank and Mary 
Mette had been paid to him. 

Attorney Joseph Burres, leading attorney 
for the defense, objected. 

‘‘This procedure is in accord with generally 
accepted methods in cases of this kind,’’ re- 
turned Attorney Popham. ‘“‘I wanttoshow 


‘there was insurance money paid to this de- 


fendant as a foundation for the motive in this 
case. That was the accepted method in the 
Billik case, and I can further show by the 
‘One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Massachu- 
setts ’——’’ 

“TI object to any reference to the Billik 
case,’ shouted Attorney Burres, waving his 
arms wildly. “I don't think the attorney 
has any right to bring up the Billik case.” 


Says Billik Case Has No Bearing. 
“The Billik case has no bearing on this 
** It ia still in the 
courts.’ 

Attorney Popham interposed defense of 
his method. Judge Windes retorted firmly. 

“YT don’t care what is the adopted method 
in other courts; I might not decide to rule as 
they do,” said the judge. “It is enough in 
my mind that you show there was insurance 
by the policies.”’ 

The judge then addressed the jury, ex- 
plaining that any remarks made by the court 
should not be construed as expressing any 
opinion *‘ one way or the other.’ 


Case of the Prosecution. 

Attorney Popham says he has a much 
stronger case against Mrs. Sladek than he 
had against Billik, because he has direct 
evidence that the defendant purchased poison 
at a drug storé. As outlined to the jury the 
case as the prosecution sees it is: 

March 30, 1907, Mrs. Mary Sladek bought 
‘*rough on rats’’, from Frederick C. Starr, drug- 
gist, 1108 West Montrose avenue. 

Her strange demeanor aroused the druggist’s 


suspicion.

COURT CLERKS FORCED OUT 


Herman Karl and E. A. W. John- 
son Retired Under Charges. 


ESCAPE INQUIRY BY JUDGES.

Chief Justice Olson Insists Employes 
Must Be of Good Character. 


Herman Karl, the Municipal court clerk 
who, while intoxicated; assaulted two men on 
the doorsteps of their own homes in Peoria 
street on the night of Sept. 8, was separated 
finally from the service yesterday by Chief 
Clerk Homer K. Galpin. With him went 
Emil A. W. Johnson, also accused of disorder- 
ly conduct, who resigned. 

The action of Mr. Galpin was takén just 
im time to forestall a rigid investigation into 
the character of both men by the judges of 
the Municipal ‘court. The cases had been 
set for hearing at the meeting‘tonight. Karl 
resigned shortly after his escapade, but 
was restored to duty by Mr. Galpiratithe so- 
licitation of certain politicians. The discov- 
ery that pending his reinstatement Karl had 
been acting as a bartender in “ Mike’ Few- 
er’'s notorious saloon in Halsted street did 
not help his case any. 


Inquiry Made by Judges. 

It developed that Leland Berz, republican 
committeeman from the Eighteenth ward, or 
some other politician behind Karl, had gone 
to Galpin and informed the chief clerk that 
Karl must be placed at work again or cer- 
tain precincts. could not be counted in the 
next election for Wil'iam Lorimer, to whom 
Mr. Galpin “ reports.’’ 

Kar!l’s record was gathered in inch by inch, 
The assault was proved by unwilling wit- 
nesses. The lines were all laid and the case 
was down for hearing. Then Karl spied the 
avalanche about to fall and stepped gengly 
out from urder. 

The case of Johnson, the other court clerk, 
was different. He was-arrested for d-sor- 
derly conduct, put acquitted in Judge Petit’s 
court. Mr. Galpin reinstated him after this, 
but the judges acted on the theory that he 
was not a man of the general character want- 
ed in the service. 


Good Character Insisted On.

All in Downtown Store Said to 
Be Short When Tested. 


PROSECUTION WILL FOLLOW. 


City Sealer Determined That Custom- 
ers Shall Get What They Buy. 


City Sealer John Kjellander has begun a 
crusade that will make it possible, he be 
eves, for a shopper to walk into any grocery 
or market, purchase a ham or side of bacon, 
and feel sure that he is getting as many 
pounds of meat as he pays for. 

Acting on a complaint that was received 
by. the sealer in the morning two inspectors 
went to the C. Jevne company’s grocery store, 
110 Madison street, and asked to see some 
hams. 

‘“‘ Here's just what you want. It is thir- 
teen pounds and a-half,’’ the salesman told 
the inspectors. 

“Would you mind weighing it?’’ asked one 
of the inspectors. ‘‘ We just want to be gure 
that we are getting our money’s worth.”’ 

“ But it has been weighed and it is marked 
on the wrapper,’ objected the salesman. 

“Then we will weigh it ourselves,” said 
the inspector. Saying this he exhibited his 
star and tore the wrapping from the ham, 

“It ts exactly one pound shy,’’ announced 
the city’s representative as he completed the 
weighing. 

The clerk explained that the ham had been 
received direct from the packers and that 
it had been weighed then. It might have 
shrunk, he said. 

‘‘In that case we will have to bother you 
to see if any of the other hams have shrunk,” 
said the inspector again. 

Every ham in the store was weighed and the 
result tabulated. . 

‘It would seem that this is the custem 
among groceries and markets,” said Mfr. 
Kjellander. ‘*‘ The city ordinances stipulate 
that all meats shall be weighed at the time 
of purchase and failure to do so makes the 
firm liable.’’ 

Three of the sealer’s inspectors have been 
told to start out at once and travel the 
downtown district, buying hams and bacons,

It is the vagrancy act and the rock pile for 
every “ big crook "’ In Chicago, regardless of 
the size of his political pull or his diamond 
shirt stud, 

Chief Shippy outlined this policy in em- 
phatic language as he could command five 
minutes after he reached the city hall yester- 
day from his trip to Glenwood Springs, Colo. 
He took Mrs. Shippy there for her health two 
weeks ago, although it had been given out he 
was at French. Lick Springs, Ind. Mrs. 
Shippy is much better. 

The chief sent for Capt. P. D. O’ Brien of 
the detective bureau as soon as he reached his 
office and laid down the law to him. The 
captain had found that some of his subordi- 
nates feared to arrest influential crooks be- 
cause sooner or later the crooks would exert 
a pull strong enough to have them trans- 
ferred to the tall grass region. 

Chief Shippy will make his new policy still 
plainer this morning. He has commanded 
Assistant Schuettler, all the inspectors, 
Capt. O’Brien, Capt. Gibbons of the Central 
detail, and Capt. Evans of the identification 
department to appear before him at il 
oO clock. 


Must Keep Criminals in Check. 


The chief wouldn't anticipate just what he 
was going to say to these officers, but, judg- 
ing from his talk, his address will be-gome- 
thing along this line: 

“Commanding officers will be held person- 
ally responsible to me for the acts of every 
pickpocket, confidence man, burglar, pa- 
roled prisoner or gambler in their districts. 

“ They will be expected to have a carefully 
revised list of every crook in their districts, 
with the address, general haunts, and the 
names of officers who know them by sight. 

‘Inspectors and captains will be required 
to be in a position to report just what every 
crook is doing at any time. The French po- 
lice system, modified to suit local conditions, 
is to be employed. 

“ Vagrancy proceedings are to be started 
against every crook, regardless of his polit- 
ical, social, or financial position. 

‘* Charges before the civil service commis- 
sion will be filed against police officers who 
do not carry out these instructions.’’ 

The chief spent a minute or so with Mayor 
Busse’ when he reached the city hall, but 
that was long enough for the mayor to indi- 
cate to him that he'd back him up in summary 
proceedings against the big crooks that the 
timorous police officers feared to arrest. 


Pulls Will Be Ignored. 


“The bigger the crook and the more po- 
litical influence he has the more I desire to 
go after him,’’ Chief Shippy said a few min- 
utes later to Capt. O’Brien. ‘“ No amount of 
political pull or drag will help him. These 
men are undesirable citizens, and I want to 
proceed against them under the vagrancy act 
if no other ewidence can be produced against 
them. The rock pile at the bridewell is the 
proper’ place for them: 

To reporters the chief said: 

‘“*T have assured Capt. O’Brien and As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler that I'll stand by 
them or any other police officers who arrest 
crooks, no matter how big the rascals are. 
I've gone over the situation with Capt. 
O’Brien, and believe his bureau is doing all 
that ft can. There's a large criminal force 
to handle. There is no intention of replacing 
Capt. O’Brien with anybody else.” 

“Is Lfeut. Thomas Howard to be trans- 
ferred?’ 

“So far as I know just now,” the chief 
answered, ‘‘ there is to be no shake up for 
the present in the detective department.” 

“ What about the action of Howard in go- 
ing to Mayor Busse with a proposition that 
over $1,000 stolen from Lincoln J. Carter 
would be restored to him if the thieves were 
granted immunity from arrest. Why didn’t 
Howard go to his commanding officer, Capt. 
O’Brien? Why should he go to the mayor?” 

The chief said Capt. O’Brien could «xp ain 
that better than he could, and as the captain 
was present he did the best he could.

Interfere in Cox Case. 


HOPEFUL DELEGATES BACK, 


President Adjourns His Cabinet to Hear 
of Young Fugitive. 


To give a hearing to the appeal of the Chi- 
cago Irish Nationalist societies against the 
extradition of Patrick Cox, the Irish peasant 
boy who is alleged to have assaulted Edward 
Murray fatally at a wake in County Mayo, 
Ireland, an adjournment of the cabinet was 
taken at Washington last Tuesday forenoon 
by President Roosevelt. 

After listening to the delegation or Chi- 
cagoans the president joined the cabinet and 
resumed the interrupted session. 

Such was the account of their mission that 
Elbridge Hanecy, William Dillon, and James 
Hamilton Lewis gave out yesterday on their 
return. All agreed the outlook was bright for 
a decision adverse to the British consul’s de- 
mand that Cox be returned to Ireland to 
stand trial on a charge of murder. 

Whether the president laid the complicated 
issues b@fore the cabinet was a matter 
neither Hanecy nor Dillon would discuss. 
Lewis was present only for the purpose of 
introducing the delegates. 

That the case would receive thorough con- 
sideration by the president, Secretary of 
State Root, and the solicitor of the state de- 
partment was promised, according to Dillon. 

At a conference late in the afternoon be- 
tween Mr. Hanecy, Mr. Dillon, P. H. O’Don- 
nell, and C. A. Toolen it was said a plan 
was formulated to secure Cox’s liberty with- 
out waiting for the decision of the state de- 
partment.

USUAL HALLOWEEN REVELS. 


' Poliée Battered with Bricks as They 
Arrest Track Obstructer. 


If there had been a sorority pillow at stake 
for the biggest piece of Halloween marauding 
F. J; Steinhilber, a Northwestern university 
student, and the roystering gang he led in 
the north shore city undoubtedly would have 
won it. As it was he was merely arrested 
along with eleven other students and F. W. 
Dees, formerly a special policeman on the 
Evanstor.forte 
-Steinhilber a few hours before his arrest 
had been one of the recipients of pillows pre- 
sented at the university for athletic victories, 
and, flushed with triumph, he set out for new 
conquests. The gang of students he led in- 
vaded the dormitory occupied by theological 
students, carried out eight of them, and 
ducked them head first in the lake. Reéeturn- 
ing for more victims, the invaders were 
hemmed in by police and thirteen of them 
captured, though not until they had torn 
down all the banisters to use as weapons. 


Assail Policemen with Bricks. 

In Chicago the police had to put up with the 
usual pranks of celebration, but arrests were 
not numerous. At North Clark street, near 
Divisien, half a dozen youths blocked 
the car tracks with a wagon. When one of 
them, IE. H. Tenneson, 22 years old, 415 North 
Clark street, was arrested, the policemen 
were badly cut by bricks and other missiles. 

Protecting the Lake View High school, the 
police hauled several youngsters to the sta- 
tion, but they were handed over to their par- 
ents, 

A bunch of buildings recently purchased 
by the Northwestern read near West Kinzie 
and North Halsted streets were wrecked and 
their material taken for a monster bonfire. 

A large plate glass window in the saloon 
of J. J. Murphy, Division and North Clark 
streets, was smashed by Sam Tische, who 
was arrested. 


West and South Quiet. 

While the north and northwest sides re- 
ported a wild Halloween night, the west and 
south sides were unusually calm. Only four 
boys were arrested on the west side. Notan 
arrest was reported in Inspector Hunt's dis- 
trict, although there were the usual cases of 
stolen signs, obstructed tracks, and other 
manifestations of Halloween humor. 


Girl in Boy’s Garb; Tragedy.

PLAY FOOTBALL; ARE OUSTED 


Valparaiso University Gridiron 
Men Must Quit School. 


GAME PROHIBITED 4 YEARS. 


Subterfuge of Organizing as Towu 
Team Is Detected by Faculty. 


Several students of Valparaiso university 
at Vaiparaiso, Ind., were expelled yesterday 
because they played football on Wednesday 
at Hammond, Ind., in violation of thé rules 
of the school. 

The town of Valparaiso is excited over 
the action of the university andthe 4,006 
‘ students of the institution were so wrought 
up about it that the professors couldn't se- 
cure their attention at classes. Massmeet- 
ings were held in the town,and on the 
campus. 

Four years ago, as a result of the agita- 
tion against football, following the killing 
or maiming for life of many college stu- 
dents, the Valparaiso university decided to 
permit no more régular football at the in- 
stitution. 


Organized as Town Team. 

The present season, however, some of the 
students of the university o nized a regu- 
lar eleven. They did not practice nor did 
they play at the university, but played and 
practiced in town and called themselves the 
Valparaiso team, giving out the impres- 
sion, to the university authorities at least. 
that they considered,themselves a town team 
and in nowise connected with the school 
The faculty did not fancy this arrangement 
but took no action until Wednesday, when 
the Valparaiso boys went to Hammond and 
played the Hammond high school. 

“We are supposed to be a town team 
from Valparaiso,” the players said in Ham- 
mond, “*‘ but of course every one knows we 
are from the college.”’ 

“ Several of the ringleaders of the team 
have been dismissed from the:-school,” said 
Vice President O. P. Kinsey of the university, 
intheafternoon. “ It was necessary to main- 
tain discipline.”’ 


TAFT SEES GOOD SIGNS IN

Hiteheock, the comedian, who disappeared 
suddenly after six ‘indictments had been 
found against him on complaint of miscon- 
duct with young girls, is bound for Canada, 
according to a report from North Adams, 
Mass. According to a New York passenger, 
Hitchcock got off the traf nat North Adams 
and took a trolley to Bennington, with the 
evident intention,of getting to Canada by 
the shortest route. 

Another report says Hitchcock boarded the 
steamer Majestic at 10 o’clock Wednesday 
before it sailed for Southampton. A wireless 
message Was sent asking that the actor be 
taken into custody. ' 

If Hitchcock goes abroad he will be safe, 
especially in Great Britain. This theory is 
based on the belief that he was not indicted 
for an effense in a degree that makes it 
among the extraditable crimes. It was ar- 
ranged to continue the bail of the actor until 
Nov. 7. 

Missing Girl with Actor? 

Evidence furnished by agents of the Chil- 
dren’s society legds to the belief that Hitch- 
cock is accompanied in his flight by Belle 
McKenazie, the 17 year old girl, who disap- 
peared from her home a month ago. 

Mrs. Hitchcock, Flora Zabelle, is not likely 
to appear in “The Yankee Tourist ”’ for gev- 
eral Ways. She is reported to be visiting 
friends at Great Neck in order to recover 
from the strain of the last few days. She 
thinks her husband has been kidnaped by 
blackmallers, 


& 
Thinks Client Kidnaped. 

“ Hitchcock did not go away of his own 
accord,’’ said Attorney Fromme, representing 
the actor.’ *‘ He has been either kidnaped or 
murdered by the band of blackmailers by 
which he has been annoyed, threatened, and 
hounded for the last two years. Six of these 
dozen men are known by name to me. Mr. 
Hitchcock has lived in a state of continual 
terror on account of their persecutions for 
two years. He is an innocent man, and there 
is no proof against him that there is the 
slightest foundation for the accusations made. 

“Four men have been trailing him for 
months. Now,it turns out that they are 
blackmalilers. ast Monday Mr. Hitchcock 
was anxious to have thig entire matter aired 
in court, but an adjournment prevented this. 
The case was called for this afternoon. I 
believe that he is the victim of blackmailers, 
who are not anxious to have the case 
thrashed out.’’ 


THREE KILLED IN CLASH OF 
TROOPS WITH NAVAJO INDIANS, 


Men Who Lost Their Lives Are Said 
to Be Reds—Their Leader and Nine 
Others Are Under Arrest. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 31.—In a fight be- 
tween United States troops and Navajo In- 
dians in Utah several days ago three per- 
sons were killed and another wounded, all 
believed to have been Indians. The news 
of the occurrence was conveyed to the In- 
dian bureau in a telegram from Supt. Shel- 
ton of the San Juan agency.

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| ACTOR HITCHCOCK | THROWS OUT VOTING MACHINE: 


Massach usetts Supreme Court De- 
cides It Unconstitutional. 


IS NOT A WRITTEN BALLOT. 


Not Within Knowledge of the Fram- 
ers of the State’s Basic Law. 


Boston. Mass., Oct. 31.—[Special.}—A vot- 
ing machine cannot be used at an election 
for state representative in the legisiature 
for the reason that the constitution provides 
that they shall be chosen by written vote. 

That is the reason for the decision of the 
full bench of the Massachusetts Supreme 
court today in ordering a writ of mandamus 
to issue on the petition of Representative 
Malcom EB. Nichels of ward ten against the 
election commissioners directing them not to 
use the voting machine in the election Tues- 
day in ward ten, as the statute under which 
its use is authorized is unconstitutional. In 
its opinion the full court says: 

“The constitutional question thug raised 
was considered and a different answer given 
to questions submitted by the house of repre- 
sentatives, which appear in the opinions of 
the justices, 178 Massachusetts. 


In Broad Sense Machine Is All Right. 

“If we look at the objeot of the constitu- 
tional requirement there is ground for an 
argument that it may be accomplished by 
the use of this m&chine and that, in a broad 
and liberal application‘of the provisions of 
the constitution to the present conditions 
and possible methods of voting, the use of 
this machine at an election should be deemed 
a choice by written votes. It may be argued 
that the making of a material record of his 
act by each voter and thereby securing for 
it a greater security and permanence than 
would result from a show of hands or a dec- 
laration of viva voce is accomplished by the 
use of the machine as well as by a paper vote 
written by the hand of the voter and deposit- 
ed in a box. 

‘‘The secrecy of the ballot is even more 
effectively secured by the machine than by 
the method practiced 100 years ago. 


Not According to Constitution. 

“ Some of the justices, including the writer 
of this opinion, would prefer to decide that 
this method of voting is within the meaning 
of the tonstitutional provisions. » But, the 
method is entirely unlike the writing of a 
name of a choice of candidates upon a piece 
of paper and the deposit of the paper in a 
box, to be afterward taken out and counted. 
In the use of the machine the voter must 
trust everything to the perfection of the 
mechanism. He cannot see whether it is 
working properly or not. This chance of 
error, whether greater or ‘less than the 
chance that a ballot deposited in a box will 
not be properly counted, is different from it. 
It was not within the knowledge or contem- 
plation of the framers of the constitution.” 


Six Bids on Voting Machines. 

Bids for furnishing 175 voting machines 
were opened by the Chicago election board 
yesterday. Six proposals were received, of 
which the figures submi by the Interna- 
tional Voting Machine company of Chicago 
were the. lowest- Its bid was as follows:

MINOR LEAGUERS WILL TAKE 


GRIEVANCES TO COMMISSION. 


National Governing Body to Be Asked 
to Change Drafting Rule and Laws 
Regarding Reinstatement of Players. 


New York, Oct. 31.—[Special.]—The annual 
meeting of the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Clubs wound up here to- 
day with the making of arrangements to take 
the grievarices of minor leagues before the 
national commission when the latter meets 
in New York in December. These grievances 
have to do with the drafting of players and 
kindred customs on the part of the majors to 
recruit their playing strength at the expense 
of the minors, and with the action of the na- 
tional commission in the reinstatement of cer- 
tain minor league players who were contract 
jumpers. 

As a result of a resolution by President 
Kavanagh of the Southern league a commit- 
tee was appointed to appear before the na- 
tional commission and confer on proposed 
amendments tothe nationalagreement. The 
proposed amendments will have to do with 
the drafting regulations which the mfnors 
want changed. 

The burning question in the minor leagues 
—the class A especilally—is how to get play- 
ing strength, and they want the majors to 
change the drafting laws #o that the minors 
can have more chance to recruit. The class 
A leagues, it is said, will ask the majors to 
open the drafting season of the former at 
the same time as the latter, a concession, 
baseball men say, that will not be granted 
owing to the well known habit of the majors 
of looking out for No. 1. 

The committee appointed consists of Presi- 
dent Powers and Secretary Farrell, ex-officio; 
Hanlon and Kavanagh of class A, Carson of 
class B, Shiveley of class C, and Bannister 
of class D. President O’Brien of the Amer- 
ican association was appointed on the com- 
niittee, but declined to serve. 

At the instance of Delegate O'Rourke of 
the Connecticut league a resolution was 
adopted which in effect was that in the mat- 
ter of the reinstatement of certain players 
by the National commission, the National 
commission be requested to keep its hands 
off. When the Tri-State league was taken 
into the ranks of organized ball it was agreed 
by all the parties to the national agreement 
that players who had jumped contracts and 
gone to the Tri-State should not be allowed 
to play elsewhere than in the Tri-State. 
Recently the nationa!] commission reinstated 
several players in this category. The na- 
tional association objects to such reinstate- 
ments and wants no clemency shown to the 
contract jumpers beyond what was originally 
agreed upon. 

The committee on revision of the constitu- 
tion made its report and its recommenda- 
tions were adopted. One was that there be 
no promulgating of reserved players in ex- 
cess of twenty for each club. Still another 
was that the national board have power to 
discipline any player, manager, or owner 
on whose grounds an umpire hed been as- 
saulted. 


Plays Against “Outlaw’’ Clab. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 31.—[Special ]—Under 
the assumed name of Shultz, Hal Chase, first base- 
man of the New York Americans, played shortstop 
in a game in Garden City with the San Francisco 
club of the outlawed State league. It was learned 
from San José that Chase was afraid he would get 
into trouble with the American league and thought 
he would dodge the situation by participating under 
an alias. Whether the national! commission or 
the New York club will take cognizance of this 
fact remains to be seen.

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-THE WISER CHARITY. 

To rob a benefactor has always been 
counted a shameful thing. For this rea- 
gon the story of the crippled beggar who 
accepted the kindly attentions of a good 
Samaritan only to steal from him in the 
night thakes a decidedly unfavorable im- 
pression. On first reading the feeling ‘s 
strong that the beggar is the one who 
richly deserves the blame. On second 
thought many will be disposed to censure 
the would-be philanthropist. 

The free handed charity which mani- 
‘fests itself by gifts to the street begga‘s 
or by generosity, to the mendicant who 
‘comes to the door with his story of want 
and suffering is one of the elements whica 
contribute to the prosperity of the pro- 
‘fessional beggar class. The wisér charity 
4s that which finds expression through the 
organized philanthropy which has machin- 
ery for investigation of cases of need and 
for quick relief for the real unfortunates. 
The bureaus which have made a sys- 
tematic study of the beggar and his meth- 
ods emphasize the importance of the rule 
mever to give anything to such people on 
the street or at home. Their investiga- 
tions have shown that the large percent- 


- @ge of such beggars are frauds. 


As the cold weather comes on the appli- 
eauts for charity increase their activity. 
ew people like to refuse a beggar’s plea 
when the night is cold and the mendicant 
is poorly clad. Even under such circum- 


’ gtances, however, it is often the case that 


the charity is wrongly bestowed. If the 
instance is reported ‘to the bureau of char- 
ities the chances are that “ The same old 
story ” will be the remark prefacing a de- 
scription of a well known fraud. 

The charitable organizations in the city 
are many. They are ready to help those 
who are in real need. -They have pre- 
pared for the householder a card of intro- 
duction which may be given to the appli- 
eants for, aid at the door. This card 
when presented at the bureau or the relief 
station will secure temporary help and 
kindly interest if it is deserved. In the 
majority of cases, however, the beggar 
‘never uses the card.

A CITY’S BUDGET. 

What is involved in the administration 
of a great.modera city is well indicated 
-by the size of the New York budget for 
1908, which has been approved for over 
$141,000,000. If this large amount is 
compared with the modest outlay for the 
government of the United States durin; 
the first year of Washington's adminis- 
tration some idea will be gained of tha 
development of public administration since 
that day. At the same time the relative 
importance of the city as a feature of 
American life will be clearly shown. Or 
if the budget appropriations are placed 
alongside of the total annual receipts uf 
all the universities and colleges in the 
United States—and in several cases these 
receipts exceed $1,000,000—the greatness 
of the contemplated outlay will be strik- 
ingly apparent. 

An analysis of the budget affords an 
idea of the principal demands upon the 
city’s funds. Leaving out of considera- 
tion the appropriations for the payment 
of interest and for the retirement of the 
municipal debt, the leading item is one «f 
$26,000,000 for education. More than half 
that amount is required for the police. 
Then follow in order fire, street cleaning, 
water, gas-and electricity, charitable in- 
stitutions, parks, and public. charities, 
these being voted appropriations ranging 
between $7,000,000 and $2,250,000. There 
are nine other items of over $1,000,000 
each.

When it is remembered 
that these outlays are usually made 
by politicians who secure their 
tion for other reasons than business sa- 
gacity or financial ability, the problem of 
American urban life is seen to be one of 
the most important of the age. 

What is true of New York City is 
measurably true of every large munici- 
pality. The demands are incessant. The 
funds as administered are inadequate i» 
satisfy these demands. Mayor McClellan 
expresses his regrets that even a budget 
of $141,000,000 will not permit the in- 
creases {n amounts paid to teachers and 
street cleaners, for which a strong fight 
has been made. ‘ 

Every publication of such a budget calls 
fresh attention to the need of thorough 
examination of the machinery of expendi- 
ture of a city’s money. The organized 
effort to improve methods of bookkeeping 
used in New York bas already attracted 
public notice. It is. safe to. say that ao 
business enterprise requiring the annual 
expenditure of a quarter of the New York 
City budget would be allowed to use for 
a single month the financial 


the spending of ptiblic funds. There are 
indications that the citizens of many mu- 
nicipalities are waking up to the need of 
study of this great problem. That it is 
one which demands serious thought ‘s 
apparent from an examination of the total 
amount which New York has set aside for 
its expenses for a single year. 


FIST FIGHTS AT COLLEGE. 

In some educational circles in some 
varts of the United States there will be 
murmurs of disapprobation at the action 
of the president of the North Carolina 
Agricultural college, who has undertaken 
to put an end to hazing by instructing the 


and fight it out with fists. This is a step 
beyond the not uncommon practice of es- 
tablishing a cane rush, the winners of 
which seal their superiority for the year. 
It was not until thése cane rushes de- 
veloped instances of extreme brutality that 
they were rejected as a poor solution of 
the problem. 
That a college president should serious- 
ly recommend a fist fight as the means. of 
stopping hazing and class antipathy is an 
extreme example of like curing like. Per- 
haps he is encouraged by the reflection 
that prize fighters'seldom have any real 
grievance against one another and are 
often the best of friends after a particu- 
larly savage encounter. He may think 
also that a little bloodletting is a great 
relief to the overheated system and that 
it is better to have one general mixup, 
however sanguinary, than to spread dis- 
turbances and rivalries over the entire 
year. In this conclusion, however, he is 
not likely to be joined by many repre- 
sentatives of adult sentiment, who do not 
understand that boys go to college to ex- 
ercise their fists and maul their fellow 
students. It would appear to them that, 
even under the supervision of the faculty, 
a free fight is hardly the necessary way 
of disposing of hazing or of preserving 
the dignity of an institution of learning. 
The other extreme of sentiment is ex- 
pressed by the lawyer of Kankakee who 
has prepared a bill to “restrain the au- 
thorities from permitting prize fighting in 
! the public schools,” an adroit way of 
nitting at the game of football, which he 
considers nothing more or less than a prize 
fight. Here, then, we have one community 
warring against slugging and fist fighting 
as contrary to the spirit of education and 
another upholding the “manly art” as 
excellent means of preserving the peace. 
When so many eminent authorities dis- 
agree as to the proper method of con- 
ducting schools and colleges it is not sur- 
prising that the pupils differ among them- 
selves. For it adds to the interest of the 
North Carolina situation that despite the 
decree of the president the senior class 
has adopted strong resolutions resenting 
the liberty granted to the underclass men. 
However the problem of dealing with 
hazing may perplex the authorities of a 
college, it is hardly likely that boys will 
be cured of fighting by free permission 
to go out and fight “until one or the 
other has obtained supremacy.” Such 
heroic and semi-barbarous measures have 
not been continued in a large majority 
of schools because they were found in- 
efficacious and foolish. Many colleges 
have almost eradicated hazing by prompt

~ BETTER ROADWAYS. 

An illustration of the increasing value 
of the consular service is afforded by a 
report on the French roadway system 
made by the consul general at Marseilles 
in response to a request from the Los 
Angeles highway commission,’ The steady 
interest throughout the. country in the 
construction of better roadways gives this 
report great value just at the present 
time. 

The French roads have been famous for 
more than a century. The traveler in 
France before the revolution always com- 
mented upon the excellence of the high- 
ways. He often found that this was a 
result of an uppopular tax forced upoa 
the country by the crown, but even that 
unpleasant feature did not interfere with 
good constructions From that time to 
the present the national highways have 
been the pride of the country. 

Lhis excellence is largely due to admin- 
istration. The raw materials for road 
building are no etter in France than they 
are elsewhere. The formula for construc- 
tion was furnished by an Englishman. 
Some of the roads in the United States 
have been built just as well. The real 
secret of the French roads is the intelli- 
gent supervision by an army of trained 
men who make road work their life task. 
They are educated for it in a school of 
bridges and roads.. They find in it oppor- 
tunity for advancement and for recogni- 
tion of worth. After three\years spent in 
the school they find their places some- 
where in the graduated system which bas 


| its ranks and divisions like those of an 


army. The efficiency of such a staff of 
trained men is easily imagined when it is 


tration “of roadways which prevails in the 
United States, where there’is neither spe- 
cia) training, intelligent construction, nor 
regular supervision.

MPEROR -NICHOLAS today cele- 

brates the thirteenth anniversary of 

-his accession to thé throne, and en- 
yg ters upon the fourteenth year of his 
been an extremely 
troubled and eventful reign, and al- 
though there seems a tendency to 
disparage the present czar as a weak- 
er ruler than the majority of his pred- 
ecessors, yet the fact remains that in his- 
tory his tenure of the throne will figure as. 
epoch making. The disastrous war with 
Japan, resulting in the destruction of the 
prestige of Russia as a gréat military and 
naval power, such national disasters in fact 
as resulted in the loss by Napoleon III. of the 
crown of France in 1870, have in no sense 
impaired the foundations of the throne of 
Emperor Nicholas, and the«ijpurrections 
which have been taking place in various por- 
tions of his empire must be regarded as mere- 
ly incidental to the sudden transformation 
of his rule from an absolute monarchy into 
a constitutional and pariiamentary govern- 
ment, which he has brought about. 

History will record of Emperor Nicholas 
that in the face of almost. insuperable ob- 
stacles raised by the corrupt bureaucracy, 
by the orthodox church, and by all sorts of 
other reactionary interests he has aban- 
doned his autocracy to his people as me- 
dieval and out of date, and has endowed 
the Russian nation with a constitution anda 
parliament. It was not to be expected that 
these innovations would work at once smooth- 
ly and without friction In an empire where 
the bulk of the population Is illiterate, and 
where the government officials upon whom 
the emperor was obliged to rely for the exe- 
cution of his decrees were the people of al! 
others interested in frustrating them. 

The birth of most other constitutions in 
Europe has been attended by a baptism of 
blood im the shape of riot and sanguinary 
rebellion. There was no reason why Russia 
should prove an exception to the rule. By 
and by things will qudet down, the bureau- 
cracy and the other reactionary influences 
will become resigned to the inevitable, the 
people will become accustomed to the new 
order of things, and inured to the use of 
the civic rights now placed within their reach 
by Nicholas II., and for the sake of Russia 
it may be hoped that he may. live long 
enough to witness the accompMshment of the 
task which he set to himself when he as- 
cended his throne just thirteen years ago.

Nicholas has been desctibed as pusil- 
lanimous, as lacking in character and in 
decision, and as permitting himself to be 
swayed by all sorts of diverse political winds, 
and even by spiritism, Christian Science, and 
other fads\of the same kind. Yet an impar- 
tial retrospect of the last thirteen years 
should suffice to set all these allegations at 
rest as foolish slanders. He has persisted in 
his determination to convert Russia from an 
absolute into a constitutional monarchy in 
spite of every obstacle and discouragement.

Sir Edward Malet, for so many years Brit- 
ish minister at Berlin, and who was Eng- 
_jland’s diplomatic representative in Egypt 
at the timé of the Arabi rebellion. which 
culminated in the bombardment of Alex- 
andria, and in the military occupation of the 
land of the Nile that has existed to this day, 


| recently published in the London Times ‘a 


remarkable letter over his signature calling 
attention to the dangers to which envoys are 
sometimes subjected in the exercise of their 
mission, particularly when they happen to 
be accredited to some oriental court. 

The letter of Sir Edward was written for 
the purpose of refuting some statements con- 
cerning his réle in the events of 1882 con- 
tained in Wilfrid S. Blunt’s book entitled 
“The Secret History of the English Occu- 
pation of Egypt,” Wilfrid Blunt being him- 
self a former member of the British diplo- 
matic service, but retired from the latter at 
the time when he was championing Arab! 
and his cause in 1882. 

In his letter Sir Edward distinctly intl- 
mates that an attempt was made by the 
Arabists to assassinate him just prior to 
the bombardment, and certain data given in 
Blunt’s book go far toconfirm his assertions. 
Blunt was in London in June, 1882, in behalf 
of Arabi, urging Gladstone, then premier, ta 
recal] Sir Edward Malet, who, according to 
a letter from Lord Dufferin, since published, 
was the only man in Egypt who could man- 
age to keep his head. Blunt says fn his book 
that on June 15 he received in London a tel- 
egram from Sabunji, one of Arabi's leaders, 
as follows: ‘** Recall Malet, for God's sake. 
All curse and will murder him if he remains.” 


—~o- 

Lord Granville, then foreign minister, tel- 
egraphed on the following day to Malet, say- 
ing that he had heard his life was in danger, 
and asking whether he had not better go on 
-board one of the warships in the harbor in 
Alexandria and -transact his business from 
there. Malet cabled back, declining to do 
so, on the ground that it would ingease the 
panic, the disorder, and the danger to the 
khedive. Om the following day, July 17, 
Malet, who had been in perfectly good healtly 
up to that moment, was struck down with 
the utmost suddenness by a mysterious i!l- 
ness, to which he almost succumbed, and 
which quitted him as suddenly and as mys- 
teriously as it came, just twenty-four hours 
later, leaving him, however, absolutely: pros- 
trate and incapable of transacting any further 
business. A week later he was carried on 
board the steamship Mongolia and left on it 
for Venice. 

Sir Edward in his letter to the Times de- 
clares that the cablegram of Sabunji to Blunt 
in London about his—Malet’s—life being in 
danger was well founded, and “‘ that the fever 
which laid me low on June 17 was the result 
of a plot to poison me, carried into execution 
two days after Sabunji telegraphed to Mr 
Blunt that I should certainly be murdered 
if I remained.”’ It may be doubted whether 
Sid Edward has ever entirely recovered from 
the effects of the poison administered to him 
at Alexandria in June, 1882, and whether 
his constantly recurring attacks of illness 
which compelled him to quit the diplomatic

Promise Is That No Objections Will Be 
Entered Against Plan. 


One short session of court yesterday and 
the promise of nearly as short a one today 
was and is the program for a final adjust- 
ment of the ancient and vexed internal 
troubles of the Union Traction company.

When the new plan of reorganization was 
given out the Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York had some faults to find with it. 
This company does not represent any bonds, 
but it is a creditor of the Union Traction 
and its underlying companies to a considera- 
ble amount, and just now it is anxious to get 
its money or something as near to real money 
as possible. It was not sulted with the pro+ 
visions for the 6 per cent collateral certificates 
which are to be used to pay off the floating 
indebtedness.

‘Short Proceedings in Court. 


When Judge Grosscup and Prof. Gray 
took their seats on the bench in the after- 
noon, George W. Wickersham of New 
York, representing the Chicago Rallways 
company as its general counsel and the plan 
of reorganization as its chief author, asked 
that an adjournment be taken until this 
morning.

There is, of course, the chance that Charles

for some stockholders, may try to make 
but this contingency never has 
been considered by the reorganizers. They 
have never taken these claims into considera- 
tion, and no attempt has been made to placate 
these claimants. 

The program for today is a meeting of the 
arbitrators at 10 o’clock, when the ques- 
tion will be asked if anybody in Interest has 
any objection to urge to the plan proposed. 
If anybody has, the objections will be heard. 
Then, whether there is necessity for a 
hearing or not, Judge Grosscup and Prof.

THE VACCINATION QUESTION, 

Chicago, Oct. 28.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The writer was much interested 
in your editorial this morning on school 
inspection. He believes that all meth- 


| 


ods of inspection that will help those 
children who, through environment ‘and 
heredity, are handicapped by physical 
imperfections that can be remedied by com- 
petent medical attention should recefve the 
spirited citizen. But when you speak of and 
safeguard the writer trusts that you will 
give publicity to his reasons for disagreeing 
with you. He is not contumacious, but a fer- 
vent desire for the truth is the spirit that 
calls forth thig letter. He hopes that he Is 
broad minded enough to see that where the 
public safety is endangered all individual 
objections should be cast aside, but he would 
like to be sure that public opinion demanded 
the sacrifice. He cannot help believing that 
the introduction of virulent poisonous matter 
into the blood of a healthy child is morally 
wrong. To do so voluntarily would vio- 
late his conscience. He knows of many cases 
of death and terrible suffering resulting from 
vaccination performed in the regular way. 
He is frank enough to say that he does not 
think these are many considering the number 
of people vaccinated, but they do*happen 
and the results cannot be foretold in any 
case, 

Knowing this, he does not think any com- 
munity ought to compel a man holding this 
belief to submit his children for vaccina- 
tion, if he furnishes -medical evidence as to 
their healthfulness. 

Since the health department states that 

there are thousands of children holding cer- 
tificates of bogus vaccination, it would not 
appear that vaccifation as an article of 
faith was very strong among these doc- 
tors. 
Some years ago the English government 
appointed a commission to inquire into this 
very subject. The result df this {Inquiry 
was the amendment of the compulsory uct 
so that a conscientious objector could claim 
and be granted exemption on this head. It 
does not seem from this that the English 
people regard the conscientious objector ag 
a menace to the public safety. Vaccina- 
tion is no longer required in the public 
schools of Minnesota—another piece of evi- 
dence that the unvaccinated are not con- 
sidered a source of danger to the public. 
The writer belfeves public opinion in this 
city to be much stronger against compulséry 
vaccination than your editorial would indi- 
cate, but it is seldom given a chance to ex- 
press itself on a question of this sort. Yours 
truly, xX.

As Lake street endsat Beau- 
bien court and therefore has [ittle traffic east 
of Michigan avenue, while South Water 
street is a busy thoroughfare, I would com- 
mence the elevation just north of Lake street, 
thus avofding the heavy traffic ¢ast and west 
with a minimum extent of elevation. By de- 
touring the boulevard east from Michigan 
avenue north of Madison street and widening 
Michigan avenue south from Madison street 
to Park row, we would have the straightest 
and best boulevard possible. 

Of course, any plan adopted tncludesa new 
bridge east of the Rush street bridge and a 
north side link east of Rush street. 

I fully and heartily indorse Mr. Carr in his 
assertion that ‘‘ we should keep in mind the 
future—adopt a plan that will give glory to 
Chicago for a hundred years. We do not 
want a makeshift or a compromise.” Truly

INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


Wheat traders were a good deal‘ at sea 
last night in regard to the immediate course 
of prices. Pit transactions were more than 
usually mystifying, and some of the shrewd- 
est pit observers were confused by the opera- 
tions and confessed their inability to read the 
market. Some of the larger commission 
houses whose operations have been heavy 
recently were on both sides of the market. 
On all the dips the market became bare of 
offerings, and at times there was practically 
no wheat on the market. Barrell sold 1,500,- 
000 bu wheat and gave up Logan’s name on 
a good deal of it, while the Logan house was 
the greater part of the day on the buying 
side. Bartlett-Frazier were moderate buy- 
ers and there was fair buying by Scotten- 
Snydacker, who covered a line of 1,000,000 bu 
short wheat, Love, Knight-McDougal, and 
Chapin. Late in the session the Northern 
Grain and Champlin were on the buying side. 
Armour and ‘Gillett were on the selling side. 
In corn Friedman, Kidston, Logan-Bryan, 
and cash houses were buyers, while on the 
advance Bartlett4Frazier and Comstock were 
liberal sellers. J. Rosenbaum and Rosen- 
baum Bros. were on the buying side of oats. 
Pope-Eckhardt and other cash houses were 
also fair buyers. MBartlett-Frazier sold a 
few. Schwarz and packers’ brokers bought 
lard. Offerings were Nght. 


A prospective scarcity of cash oats in the 
immediate future was responsible for a fur- 
ther advance in best grades of about 6c a bu 
yesterday in the local sample markets. Light 
stocks east, as well as here, have brought 
dealers generally face to face with the fact 
that supplies are way down and country 
offerings have practically driedup. For sev- 
eral days there was no disposition on the 
part of any one to buy oats, with the result 
that the market became badly demoralized. 
In two days, however, cash prices have re- 
gained about 10c of their loss, and at the ad- 
vance there was an urgent demand, with 
hdélders here unwilling to part with any of 
their grain except at constantly increasing 
values. Much the same general situation ex- 
ists in corn, and prices were marked up 1@ 
2c. Stocks east are bare and local dealers 
reported that country shippers have shut off 
offering. The new corn movement is still 
two or three weeks ahead. Bids to the coun- 
try were advanced 34c Wednesday night 
without bringing any offers of consequence. 
A fair export corn demand has been in evi- 
dence the last two or three days. Outside 
markets shared in the general advance, St. 
Louis being 8@4c higher on corn and 5@6o 
higher on oats. Kansas City was 2@3c higher 
on corn, with oats up 8c. Local sales were 
100,000 bu corn and 100,000 bu oats. 

Wheat was in a stage verging on panic on 
the curb and trades were made Ic below clos- 
ing prices. Disquieting stock market rumors, 
with the sharp break in securities, were un- 
settling factors. Brandt Walker, who has 
made two or three big “killings’’ in stocks 
the last few months, was given credit for be- 
ing short an immense line of wheat and work- 
ing overtime to depress values, but nothing 
tangible could be found on which to base 
these reports. On the other hand, coneerva- 
tive commission men asserted that Walker 
hed his hands full with his stock operations 
and was not dabbling to a large extent in 
grains. Ever since last spring Walker has 
taken the place of Schwab as being behind 
every transaction in the wheat pit involving 
1,000,000 bu or more. He has received credit 
for practically every big trade in the last few 
weeks. Asa matter of fact, practically every 
commission house of any size has several 
clients who trade om occasion in million 
bushel! lots. 


Barley prices, which suffered an enormous 
slump recently from the high values prevail- 
ing a few weeks ago, were again on the up 
grade yesterday. In the local market prices 
were 2@5c higher, and at Minneapolis 8c 
more was paid than was the case the pre- 
vious day. Milwaukee quoted prices 5@8c 
higher, For the first time on the crop one 
of the largest local receivers did not receive 
any notices of consignment. The strength 
in oats was the main factor. 


The Northw ‘estern Miller’s weekly flour 
trade summary said: ‘‘The Minneapolis 
flour output last week decreased 47,385 bris. 
The quastity turned out (week of Oct. 26) 
was 310.275 bris, against 349,410 in 1906, and 
471,265 in 1905. About the same milling ca- 
pacity was in operation today and the week's 
production promises to be around 300,000 
bris. As a rule, Minneapolis millers did a 


pretty good business last week. Some sold 
as much as they made, others considerably 
more. Buyers appeared more inclined to 
take flour and the miller was able to ask 
pretty fair prices. The unsettled wheat mar- 
ket and the car situation made millers quite 
cautious about accepting orders. Export 
business was not large. While bids were on 
a comparatively favorable basis, domestic 
trade was usually so attractive that no large 
sales were made.” 

Buyers were in the market for all the carlot 
stuff offered yesterday, and prices for low 
grades were all materially higher relative 
to the futures. Spring wheats were ad- 


“vaneed 8@4c and low grade red was sold 


1%4@3c higher than the previous day. All of 
the offerings were cleaned up, part of the 
No. 8 red, about 30,000 bu, going for export 
all rail to the seaboard. No sales were re- 
ported of round lots, although there were 
good inquiries from Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia. Outside markets were all stronger 
relatively. St. Louis was up 1@%c, and Kan- 
sas City 1@l%c higher. The latter place re- 
ported a much better feeling. New York 
wired that export bids were light, but 120,000 
bu hard winters were reported’ sold at out- 
ports late in the day, and 80,000 other grades. 
Local sales were 50,000 bu. 


Tight money is still a material factor 
in the cash grain situation. Country dealers 
are generally asking for currency, which 
local interests are not in a position to for- 
ward. Country banks in many instances have 
turned down the checks forwarded from here 
in payment for grain, and as a result farm- 
ers and dealers in the country are averse 
to offering grain. In the eastern shipping 
business buyers are finding difficulty in se- 
curing cash to meet drafts, and in a number 
of instances local dealers have been requested 
to hold drafts. While under ordinary cir- 
cumstances dealers here would be willing 
to accommodate the buyers at the present 
such a procedure works more or less incon- 
venience, and, like the country shipper, grein 
forwarders here are working cautiously. 


Advices from Illinois in regard to corn 
husking returns were bullish. Spellman & 
Spitley of Lincoln, Ill., considered one of the 
most reliable grain firms in the state, wrote 
John Barrett: ‘*‘ Husking returns are pretty 
bad. The crop in this section is at least 20 
per cent short of expectations and in some 
instances much worsethanthat. One farmer 
who expected to have 50 bu to the acre is 
getting only thirty, and the general aver- 
age is about on that basis. The corn, more- 
over, is still green, and there will be little 
to ship before the first of December. Weare 
usually getting a lot of new corn at this 
time of the year, but we will not have any 
to speak of before week after next.’’

Slight Rise on Prospect of More 
Currency of Short Duration. 


BANKS STILL USE CAUTION. 


Quieting Down of Savings Depositors 
Is More General. 


The movement of stock prices yesterday 
Was a repetition of what has happened on two 
or three previous occasions when good news 
came out. It was demonstrated that only 
for a few hours hasany hopeful development 
been of consequence to the market. Whena 
short time ago a money pool was formed 
it looked to the nervous specuilator like the 
worst might be over, and immediately the 
shorts bégan running to cover. Heretofore, 
after about two hours, the shorts found there 
was nobody to buy stocks, and prices sub- 
sequently fell away and gradually worked 
lower. 

Yesterday morning when it appeared that 
the volume of gold imports was to increase, 
and that the controller of the currency hoped 
to enlarge national bank circulation by at 
least $60,000,000, it gave the shorts a turn. 
They hastened to cover and some investment 
orders, based on the theory that prices would 
now continue to go up, also helped the ad- 
vance, Asa single factor there was the prob- 
ability of a holding company for Union Pa- 
cific securities. 

But as the day wore on and the shorts lost 
their fright stocks went back, and in many 
instances closed lower tham they did the 
night before. Wall street is depleted of cash, 
the banks cannot collect their loans, the 
would-be borrowers can secure accommoda- 
tion only in limited amounts, private for- 
tunes have been lost, and no amount of talk 
about the “ wealth of the country ” cantake 
the place of cash and confidence. People 
actually have begun to hoard, as they will 
continue to do as iong as the banks refuse 
to return money paid in to them. It is not 
that the banks are not following a wise 
course, but it is the fact that they have found 
ie necessary not to pay out to the depositor 
what he has paid in: Im time the situation 
will wear itself out, but it has been demon- 
strated that expedients for raising a few mil- 
lion dollars have only a temporary effect on 
the present situation. 


Demand Loans Far from Cash. 


One of the phases of the condition of the 
money market and the banks at this time 
demonstrates how Inconvertible are so-called 
demand loans. Some banks have been mak- 
ing a practice in their public statements of 
leading the reader to believe that demand 
loans and cash were practically the same 
thing. The cash has been so small as to ex- 
cite comment, but the demand loans have 
been large, and any banker who has paraded 
the fact that his demand loans were equiva- 
lent to cash must now find what a sorry 
substitute the demand loan is for turrency. 
Literally the banks cannot collect their de- 
mand loans or their time loans, and the ones 
which have demand loans and practically no 
cash are in the weakest position of all. Pos- 
sibly the question will suggest itself to the 
clearing house that a fixed percentage of 
cash should be carried in the vaults of every 
member of the association. 


Local Banking Position. 


The purely banking situation in Chicago 
showed no further improvement than that of 
the quieting down of savings depositors. 
There is nothing to be gained by failing to 
look the situation squarely In the face and 
acting accordingly. Some of the banks say 
they feel the situation is much improved. 
Of course, one bank may enjoy a superior 
position to another, and Its officers may be 
justified in a large measure of hopefulness. 
Then there are other classes of banks, per- 
fectly good, that are notin a position to re- 
frain from worry. It is too early to forma 
satisfactory opinion as te the extent of the 
hoarding which will take place. But it is 
thought that after the depositors at the sav- 
ings banks become thoroughly assured that 
their money is safe, although they may not 
now be able to get it, it will be possible 
to secure such an amount of their deposits 
as is not now obtainable. The savings de- 
posits situation should speedily right itself. 
But savings depositors constitute but a 
part of the patronage of banks, and if they 
lose their heads they can always be made to 
regain them by means of the thirty to sixty 
days’ notice. 


Gain in October Clearings. 


T.ocal bank clearings for the month of Oc- 
tober show an inerease of 16.8 per cent over 
the corresponding month last year. This 
percentage of gain is not so large as for some 
previous months. It would have been larger 
but for the developments of the present week. 
Since last Monday daily clearings have fallen 
off materiatly, indicating a restriction in 
trade. This probably was to have been ex- 
pected in view of the measure taken by the 
banks to protect their cash holdings. The 
tigures follow:
